Electricity play ed havoc at n oon 
Thursday in an d aroun d Shelby ville. 
comin g presumably from two sources, 
the heaven s an d a trolley wire which 
short-circuited 
with the n ewly -laid 
traction rails, an d as a result on e per­ 
son was struck by 
lightn in g, two 
horses were shocked from the rails an d 
thrown to the gron n d, a dog was killed 
outright an d a hay cock was burn ed. 
While sittin g at din n er a few min n tes 
before n oon , Mrs. Clara Swallow was 
struck by lightn in g 
which en tered 
through an open win dow amid the cars 
of a thun derbolt. 
With her at the 
din n er table 
was her son . Hooker 
Swallow’, who was un harmed by the 
bolt. 
The curren t passed down the right 
arm an d the right side of the body 
an d slighly 
burn ed the skin . 
The 
arm v as be-n un b d an d totally ]iara- 
ly zed. 
The woman is n ow’ able to 
move the arm. 
A stroke of lightn in g shot from a 
thun dercloud on the farm of Harry 
Teal, a short distan ce n orth of Shelby 
ville, an d, strikin g a hay cock burn ed 
it to a cin der in less than a min uta in 
tl» e midst of a down pour of rain . 
The spectacle was witn essed by Mr. 
Teal, who had just been chased to 
shelter by the rain 
A short circuit was caused on the 
traction 
lin o 
in Shelby ville about 
n oon , when the trolley wire was cut. 
The cut wire fell to the tracks an d as 
it struck the rails, a million sparks 
shot in to the air followed by a blaze 
of light. 
Residen ts rushed 
out of 
their houses thin kin g a lire had been 
started. 
The electricity commun ica 
ted with the rails from the severed 
trolley wire an d before it had been 
taken from its position two horses 
were shocked when they attempted to 
cross the tracks, an d both, feelin g the 
effects of the curren t, quivered an d 
san k to the groun d. 
On e ¿horse was 
driven by Mrs. Elizabeth Lee. 
The 
other was hitched to a delivery wagon . 
A large mastiff was killed by elec­ 
tricity when it approached within six 
in ches of a steel trolley pole as the 
trolley wire fell to the tracks after 
havin g been c ut. 
While fifty guests sat at din n er in a 
restauran t durin g the thun der showers 
everal square y ards of plaster fell 
from the cellin g in to the soup, coffee, 
hash, meat, potatoes an d e ther vie n a’s, 
before the guests. 
Whether the fall 
was caused by the thun derstorm or 
the effects of n n earthquake i* n ot 
kn own . 
It created a deal of ex cite­ 
men t an d put the proprietor an d wait 
ers in an t rn ban » » sin g situation . 


Yesterday even in g. Harry Pea, a 
bridegroom of but a few w’eeks brought 
Joseph Saikley , a Sy rian , who said 
that he was takin g orders for a n otion 
firm at Con n ersville, of which he is 
part to the office of May or Hall an d 
turn ed him over to Marshal Craige.

The train was running thirty miles 
an hour when the engine struck the 
spiked switch and toppled over, the 
entire train ¡« saving the rails. 
South­ 
ern officials are of the opinion that the 
wreckers intended to catch the east- 
bound limited passenger train, as a 
switch at the west end of the siding 
was also spiked, and it had to be re­ 
moved before the wrecking crew could 
get by. 
The passenger train was for­ 
tunately thirty minutes late, and the 
freight had precedence. 
Owing to the 
wreck the passenger train was de­ 
toured by way of Evansville. 
Superintendent Coffee said that he 
had not the remotest idea who was 
responsible for the wreck, nor why 
anyone should have designs on the 
Southern. 
It Is understood, however, 
that gangs of men had repeatedly un­ 
coupled freight trains and stoned the 
freight men because they were put 
off while stealing rides, and there is 
a possibility that in this way ¿ hoy 
avtmged themselves.

wreck a freight train by uncoupling 
the cars and soaping the track.
